—Robert Reidt, the prophet of doom, 
looked into the eastern sky at mid 
night for the first sign of thegbegin- 
ning of the destruction of the world. 
Practical jokers and photographers, 
exploding flashlights on all sides, 
blinded the prophet’s eyes. He could 


not see the initial manifestation of |

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the coming of the Lord for which he, 
his family and his followers had pre- 
pared for many months. About him, 
outside his little cabin, milled more 
than 300 men and women, shouting 
ridicule into the ears of Reidt and 
his flock. 

It was. the supreme tragedy of 
Neidt’s life. He rushed madly about, 
seeking to gaze unhindered into the 
clouds, but the flashlights continued 
to explode and to blind him. 

Making Joke of If. 

“They are making a joke of it!” he 
sereamed as the crowd surged about 
him, 

The wife of the unfortunate, bad- 
gered man who had sold his house, 
his automobile and all his other prop- 
erty for a little more than one-tenth 
of its value, was calmer. . 

“The light is there, but we can- 
not see it because of the fJushlights,” 
she explained with resignation. _ 

“There are clouds up there and we 
can’t see the sign,” Reidt muttered. 
“But it is there.” 

His voice quavered as he elbowed 
his way through the laughing crowd 
into the cabin, his wife clinging faith- 
fully by his side. 

Reidt Denied Sight. 

Someone had released a toy bal- 
loon with «a sparkler attached, but 
even this sight was denied to NReidt 
because of the fiashlights. DPhoto- 
graphers, etill shocting flashlight and 
ercating more smoke and tlame, were 
hot on the beels of the Reidts as they 
entered their home. 

Inside was Brother Willard Downs. 
of Yaphank, almost on the verge of 
tears because his two sons, Sammy 
and Jimmy, had kept him there and 
refused to let him out to “see the 
sign.” | 

Outside were red lights carried on 
long poles by youths of the village. 

Reidt’s discouragement was not 
complete—he felt that the climax of 
the night probably was another blow 
in the program of chastisement ar- 
ranged to prepare himself and his 
flock for the. ascent into heaven, 
which, he believes, will follow within 
seven days. during which the earth 


will be destroyed. 

As the strange group huddled in 
prayer—just as other scattered groups 
were huddling throughout the United 
States—-a twelve foot cross. which 
may have been planted by the ku klux 
klan, was set ablaze in front of the 
door of the lonely little cabin on 
Serub Oak Hill. 

The blaze threw into relief a crowd 
of 200 men .an& women outside, in- 
cluding ws few score yelline hoodlum: 
from Hagerman who were armed with 
sticks and kept constantly pelting the 
Reidt home with stones and lumps ot 
mud, 

The Hagerman gang uttered pro- 
fane and obscene threats as their mud 
and stones whacked away against the 
cabin, i 

No sound came from within the 
little wooden shack, which Reidt paid 
$1,500 for several years age and 
which he had sold Friday for $154 to

GIVEN APPROVAL 
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Ordinance Should Have 


Great Effect in Reduc- 


LAWYERS 10 ASK

Ing Concealed Weapon. 


Menace, Says Mayor. 


Official approval by Mayor Sims 


Friday afternoon of th: ordinance 
regulating sale of pistols and ammu- 
nition in Atlanta marked the first 
step toward their complete abolition 
in Georgia. The ordinance, which be- 
came effective immediately on being 
signec by the mayor, prohibits sale 
of any pistol or pistol ammunition ex- 
cept on permits voted by council and 
approved by the mayor. 

Passage and approval of the ordi- 
nance followed the anti-pistol cam- 
paign inaugurated by The Constitu- 
tion some time ago, which has 
won approval in every section vf 
Georg:: and is expected to result in 
state legislation. Newspapers of the 
state have been practically unani- 
mous in following The Consté#tution’s 
lead, ahd so many Civic organiza- 
tions and private individuals have 
joined in the fight that Macon already 
has passed an ordinance similar to 
the one in effect here, and several 
other cities are contem)!ating similar 


steps. 
Big Moral Effect. 

“The ordinance should have great 
effect in eliminating the pistol men- 
ace,” Mayor Sims said in affixing 
his signature to the measure, “as it 
is the first step in abolishing them al 
together. While the new law will 
not affect pistol sales except in the 
city, its moral effect should be far- 
reaching. 

“Action by the legislature will have 
to be taken before pistols can be 
abolished entirely in Atlanta, as it 
now is possible to bring such weapons 
here from other cities. but the ordi- 
nance certainly should check the 
wave of crime here, and should reduce 
materially the number of pistol ‘tot- 
ers.’ ” 

The measure, which was drawn and 
sponsored by Councilman John A. 
White, prevents sale of any single or 
double barreled pistols, revolvers, der- 
ringers, or other similar weapons ex- 
cept on permits from the mayor and 
council. An amendment by Council- 
man Harry York broadened the law 


to include ammunition for pistols, 

Persons now wishing to purchase 
pistols or ammunition must apply to 
the city clerk, giving their nume, age, 
and occupation. If council and the 
mayor approve the petition, the gun 
then can be purchased irom any au- 
thorized dealer on presentation of the 
permit. 


The law provides a fine of $500, or jing early next week,

The ordinance barring jJitneys from 
Atlanta streets, passed by city counci! 
Monday, Friday afternoon was ap- 
proved by Mayor Walter A. Sims, 
and will become effective March §8. 
'Action of the chief executive was 
|taken after a careful study of all pro 
‘visions of the measure, and after he 
had granted a hearing to Sam F. 
Schlesinger, president of the Atlanta 
Jitney Bus association. 


Mr. Schlesinger admitte: that jitneys 
eventually must go, but made known 
[his plans to file a request that the 
‘ban be postponed for six months, with 
the  ,ossibility that his organization 
will ask an injunction to yestrain the 
city from enforcing the ordinance. 
Efforts to locate Mr. Schlesinger or 
his attocney, former Mayor Key, Fri- 
day night were unavailing. 

Ban Is Provided. 

The ordinance provides that 30 

days after date of passage, all jitneys 
be barred from streets where street 
car lines are operated; on _ streets 
within two blocks of and parallel te 
streets where there are car tracks: 
within the inner fire limits; and oo 
certain streets designated by the ordi 
nance as congested. 
‘it does, however, allow operation 
of& busses with a minimum seating 
capacity of 17 in sections not served 
by the street railway company. That 
clause would permit operation of bus 
‘lines to Sylvan Hills and Morningside 
subdivisions. 

Such busses, however, must carry 
indemnity insurance of $10,000 for 
injury to a single person, with as$<0,- 
000 maximum for any one accident 
or collision, in addition to a $1,000 
nolicy for property damage resulting 
from accidents. 

Council reserves the right, howeyer 
to license jitneys again in event Serv- 
ice rendered by the Georgia Railway 
and Power company is deemed in- 
adequate.

POLICE BALKED 
W COLLEGE PROBE 


Alleged Poison Murders 
Still Remain Deep Mys- 
tery After Days of Care- 
ful Investigation.

Columbus, Ohio, February 6.—(By 
the United News.)—The police confess 
they have reached what appears to 
be a stopping point in their investi- 
gation of the poison murders at 
Ohio State university. 

After a day of tireless questioning 
and searching, investigators admitted 
they were still far from a_ solution 
of the mystery and that_their way 
now was more obscured than ever. 

This much is known: Two students 

are dead and sfx others are recover- 
ing from illness, the result of tak- 
ing strychnine for quinine or aspirin 
the deadly drug was given them at 
_the dispensary on prescriptions calling 
for a cold cure; the capsules contain- 
ing harmless drugs were adulterated 
with strychnine; the only strychnine 
in the dispensary was in an open 
bottle on the shelf, with approximate- 
ly 150 grains, or enough to kill a 
small community of people, missing: 
origin of the bottle was traced tv 
Dr. W. Keyser, of the School of Phar- 
macy, who issued it to some student 
whose name he did not recall, a year 
ago; the drug was for use in the 
pharmacy laboratory and should 
never have been taken to the student 
dispensary. 
. Beyond these facts investigatprs are 
unable to penetrate. Still clinging 
to the theory that some master mind 
with a “moronic complex” planted 
the poison desiring to kill no one 
in particular but just to kill, John J. 
Chester, police prosecutor, is _ still 
questioning the student pharmacists. 
This may require most of Satu cday. 
Thus far no one has been questioned 
on whom the least suspicion rests, 
Chester said. 

If a clew fails to appear from with- 
in the student group, the prosecutor 
will begin running down the possi- 
bility of an outsider entering the dis- 
pensary during the absence of student« 
and professors. 

Such a procedure would broaden 
the field of search and even further 


reduce the chances of determining get 


identity of the poisoner.

ney General Stone has ordered the de- 
partment of justice to investigate the 
activities of the Aluminum Company 
of America since 1922. Under Stone's 
action, the department of justice sup- 
ports the charges of the federal trade 
commission that the Aluminum com- 
pany controls the American aluminum 
industry in violation of the anti-trust 
laws. 

The family of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon controls the alumi: 
num concern. 

The inquiry of the federal trade 
commission ended in 1922. 

Controls 90 Per Cent. 

The department of justice says that 
the company controls 90 per cent 
of the raw materials supply and “is 
in a position to and does control the 
domestic price of sheet aluminum to 
utensil manufacturers.” Thirty-odd 
manufacturers are thus at the mercy 
of the aluminum company for ma- 
terial. 

In advising the federal trade com- 
mission. of Ais..conclusions Friday, At- 
torney General Stone referred to the 
federal dissolution decree as follows: 

“It is apparent that during the 
| time covered by your report, the 
Aluminum Company of America vio- 
lated several provisions of the decree; 
that, with respect to some of the 
practices complained of, they were so 
frequent and long continued, the fair 
inference is the company either waa 
indifferent to the provisions of the 
decree, or knowingly intended that 
its provisions should be disregarded, 
with a view to oppressing competition 
in the aluminum industry.” 

Mellon Retains Holdings. 

This probably ‘is the first time in 

history that a eabinet officer has 


‘found himself the target of a fellow 


cabinet member. Secretary Mellon re- 


tire as director of the company when 
he became secretary of the treasury. 
But he retains his holdings and is ex- 
pected to resume his place as a direc- 
tor when he returns to vrivate life. 

The federal trade commission ob- 
tained this statement of management 
of the company from its president, 
Arthur V. Davis:

P.etmaster General New laid the 
views of his department with respect 
io the medsure before the presiden! 
at today’s cabinet meeting, and it 
was described afterward as fairly 
satisfactory to the president. 

Provisions of the house bill increas- 
ine rates so as to bring in more than 
£60,900,000 annually and in making 
the increased pay for postal employees 
tetroactive only to last January 1 
are considered by Mr. Coolidse as 
distinct advantages over the legisla- 
tion recently passed by the senatc. 

Tke house bill, on the other hand, 
was attacked as representing ‘guess 
work” and as having been drafted 
without due regard to its effects on 
business, in a statement issued today 
hy Richard H. Lee, general couneel 
for the Direct Mail association of the 
Aeznciated Advertising Clubs of the 
V orld. 

Mr. Lee said it appeared that "sers 


of certaie classes of mail would oe 
reqnired to pay a bonus, while other 
classea would be carrred at a_ loss, 
The ‘lisruptien to business in many 
lines, he said, would be great if the 
mensure were passed as it stands, ana 
mang companies would be forced to 


~ealign their whole selling costs and 
sales methods.

Crossed Wires Thought 
To. Have Electrocuted 
Him If He Was Not Al- 
ready Dead. 


Cave City, Ky., February 6.—Floyd 
Collins may have been electrocuted 
in his rocky tomb, according to engi- 
neers at Sand Cave. 

The engineers discovered late Friday 
that a high-voltage wire had crossed 
the wire which carries a string of 
lights into the cave, and is attached 
around Collins’ neck. Due to the 
dampness, they say, it is more than 
possible that the higher current passed 
into the cavern wire. 

Lieutenant Governor Denhardt im- 
mediately commanded the rescue 
squads to climb into the trees sur- 
rounding the pit and raise the highly- 
charged wire away from the cave area, 
but it was feared that the action 
might have been too late. 

Rescue Is Remote. 

Unless the workers strike an un- 
known cavern, it will probably be 
many days before they reach the en- 
tombed man, 

The shaft must be timbered on ac- 


count of the wet, muddy ground. Slips 
in the shaft have hampered workers, 


and after 27 hours of drilling, they 
have progressed only 17 feet.

_ fThe bill reported by the conference 
carries many changes, compared with 
the measure passed by the senate, and 
includes provisions of the McKenzie 
bill adopted by the house authorizing 
lease of the property to Henry Ford. 
Fundamentally, however, it remains 
the original Underwood bill. 

Senate end house managers are pre- 
pared to call it up for » finall vote 
as early as possible and they predict 
its passage without much difficulty. 


Fairly Satisfactory to Coolidge.

FEDERAL AID ROAD 
BILL PASSES SENATE 


Washington, February 6.—The 
house bill, authorizing appropriations 
of $150,000,000 for road construction 
and $15,000,000 for forest road im- 
provements in the next two fiscal 
years upon expenditure of like sums 
by states affected, was passed today 
by the senate. 

The bill, which was passed by a vote 
of 66 to 5, would divide the appropri- 
ations equally between the next two 
fiscal years. It*merely makes provi- 
sion for carrying on work similarly 
authorized in past years under the 
good roads act passed in 1916, and the 
appropriations are the same as here- 
tofore. 

Opposition to the bill was voiced by 
some eastern senators, who contended 
it constituted an. invasion of state 
rights, but an amendment by Senator 
Reed, republican, Pennsylvania, to re- 
duce the appropriation to $60,000,000

UNION LABEL CAMPAIGN 
UF ONE YEAR APPROVED 


Miami, Fla., February 6.—(By the 
Associated Press. )— Approval of an 
organization, education and _ label 
campaign for 52 consecutive weeks 
was given late today by the executive 
council of the American Federation of 
Labor in session here and there will 
be a meeting in Washington in April 
or May of this year of the 111. repre- 
sentatives of national and_ interna- 
tional unions affiliated with the fed- 
eration to further the plan. 

The announcement of the project 
was made tonight by Frank Morri- 
son, general secretary of the federa- 
tion in the following statement: 

“This campaign is to promote the 
sule of the products of the members 
of organized labor and in that way 
secure the increased use of the union 
label upon all products produced by 
organized labor. 

“This campaign will be carried on 
throughout the United States and 
Canada. The labor’ representatives 
feel that the carrying on of a cam- 
paign of this kind will bring the most 
satisfactory results.” 

A pledge to continue the “tradi- 
tional patriotic policy of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor” and to keep 
forever the “creed and philosophy of 
Samuel Gompers’ was given by 
President William Green in his d- 
dress tonight. He also declared the 
mission of the federation to be to 
“promote understanding between ewm- 
ployers and employees,” 

“The hosts of labor form an im- 
portant factor in the publie and pri- 
vate life of our nation,” he said. 
“Labor must be considered in all our, 
plans and must be treated fairly 
righteously by all 
Its rights must be recognized and 11s 
just demands must be conceded.” 

“The traditional patriotic policy of 
the American Federation of Labor 
will be continued and emphasized,” 
President Green continued. “‘We shall 
reserve the right to condemn abuses 
in government, to point out its mis- 
takes, to demand righteous and fair 
dealing toward the hosts of labor and 
to oppose both measures and policies 
inaugurated by the government which 
are contrary to public welfare and 
the public interest.” 

The new president closed with a 
tribute to the late Samuel Gompers.

in the doors and no firm watchmen 
around, with the injunction that 
windows and locks and doors shall 


be left intact. 

But it is far from a joke! 

It is another angle from which 4 
view of one of Atlanta’s most Sse- 
rious situations may be had. 

The firm’s ‘‘notice to burglars” 
also recites that it has had to over- 
haul 21 of its stores since January 
1, all of which had been burglarized 
with a merchandise loss of “over 
$10,000” in addition to the ex- 
penses of installing new glass win- 
dows, doors, locks, etc. 

This is only one firm and one 
chain of stores, 

Losses from burglary have been 
relatively as large among other 
chains, and among other individual 
merchants all over the city. 

Homes by the scores are also be- 
‘ing burglarized every week. 

There is not a night that these 
crimes do not multiply. 

They are not confined to the sub- 
urbs and to the dark streets and 
alleys. They are committed in the 
yéry heart of the city, under the 
full glow of street lights and within 
ialking distance of some of Atlanta’s 
leading hotels. 

Not only is there an orgy of bur- 
glary in Atlanta, but street banditry 
is just as bad. 

These crimes have become 
frequent they have become “‘ordi- 
nary.”

GEORGIA’S CHIEF BANDITS. 

It is a cause for much satisfac- 
tion that deaths from preventable 
diseases in Georgia were consider- 
ably reduced in 1924 over preced- 
ing years. It shows a tendency on 
the part of the people to yield to 
modern methods of prevention, and 
Speaks commendably or the agen- 
cies at work to these ends. 

And yet, deaths from these 
diseases were far too many. Indeed, 
even one death from a disease as 
easily preventable as typhoid or 
malaria is just one too many. 

Dr. W. A. Davis, chief of the 
bureau of vital statistics of the 
Georgia state board of health, made 
public his #924 report Monday, 
and on the subject of preventable- 
disease deaths said: 


“There may be some question as to 
the prevention of measles, scarlet 
fever and whooping cough, but the 
8,554 deaths due to typhoid fever, ma- 
laria, smallpox and diphtheria is a 
sad commentary on the intelligence 
of the lawmaking bodies of the state, 
counties and cities of Georgia, who 
also hold the purse strings of the 
funds raised by taxes from the citi- 
zens of this state. The first duty of 
a statesman is the protection of the 
publie health.” 

It has been demonstrated beyond 
all experimental steps that typhoid 


phoid serum, even should living or 
eating environs cause the germ in- 
fection, which is unnecessary, This 
Serum administration is. not only 
conducted by most county health 
boards, but urged. It is free. There 
is no valid excuse, therefore, for 
any one to have typhoid if in reach 
of serum treatment, The state is 
sadly deficient in pushing the cam- 
paign as vigorously as it ought. It 
is little less than a crime to with- 
hold necessary appropriations in 
this matter. 

The same true as to malarfa. 
It is a disease conveyed entirely and 
only by mosquitoes, and can be pre- 
vented by proper screenings, drain- 
age, etc. Again the state is de- 
ficient in its provisions for this 
great work of conservation and 
humanity,

paper with frantic denunciations of 
bolshevism, which almost every 
American above the grade of class D 
moron either fears, detests, ridicules 
or merely tolorates. It seems like 
waste effort, this frantic preachment 
to convert the already converted. But 
really it isn’t. The gentlemen most 


responsible for such propaganda know 
exactly what they are doing. ‘This is 
their strategy: first persuade the peo- 
ple not merely to disappreve of bol- 
shevism, but actively te hate it—in 
short, get them emotional on the sub- 
ject. Then tell them that we stand 
in great danger of a bolshevist revo- 
lution—in short again, raise the 
powerful emotion of fear. The 
groundwork is laid, and now you are 
ready to work. Proceed to confuse 
every forward-looking movement with 
the machinations of Moscow. If you 
are a manufacturer working for the 
“American plan” or fighting the open 
shop, announce to the electorate that 
trades unions are an “entering 
wedge” for’ Moscow. If you are, 
either by conviction or interest, a 
militarist, whisper that the whole 
movement for peace in the United 
States is part of the Moscow plot. 
Trotsky, you see, intends to disarm 
our country, lull it into a false se- 
curity, in preparation for the great 
bolshevist uprising! Are you an em- 
ployer of child labor? Proclaim that 
the federal amendment is a step to 
ward bolshevism. 

As the very gentlemen who issue 
this literature know, it is all bunk of 
the shoddiest description. But the be- 
liever in the good sense of democracies 
is forced to admit with sadness and 
disillusionment that in many great 
political divisions of this country it 
works.

And then this reader with so much 
gall defaults by forgetting to sign his 
letter, and so I suppose he really has 
too much bile or something like that, 
if he imagines I ever pay serious at- 
tention to such communications. 

Most of us secrete about a pint and 
a half of bile a day, when we are in 
fine fettle. The bile is of a dark 
olive or yellow or green color, deperd- 
ing on the character of the diet and 
how dead the subject examined. Her- 
bivora have bright green bile; carni- 
vora a golden yellow bile. The bile is 
alkaline, and yet it contains acids. I 
mention this not as of any impor- 
fance in itself but because 1t may heip 
to confuse folk who are too much 
concerned about the acidity of their 
diet, blood or something. The bile 
acids keep the cholesterin dissolved 
and they facilitate the digestion and 
absorption of fats in the intestine. 

The secretion of bile from the blood 
bv the liver varies with the blood 
flow through the-liver, and that is 
about the only way in which the se- 
cretion of bile can be even slightly 
influenced. by increasing or diminish- 
ing the flow of blood through the 
liver. Although certain drugs or other 
medicinal substances are called “cho- 
lagogues,” which means to increase 
the flow of bile, the remedies so 
classed have no appreciable influence 
on the bile secretion. The bile:acids 
themselves are about the most active 
stimulants to the secretion of bile and 
are sometimes administered medicin- 
ally with that purpose. The acid 
of the digesting stomach, when the 
chyme reaches the duodenum, into 
which the bile empties, is also a nor- 
mal stimulant to the secretion of bile, 
but this is merely a part of digestion. 

The bile is secreted almost con- 
stantly, but it is injected into the 
duodenum periodically during the time 
of digestion. Between periods of di- 
gestion the common mile duct, which 
conveys the bile to the duodenum, is 
kept closed by a little purse string 
muscle atrangement. The bile then 
backs up into the reservoir known 
as the gall sac which lies just under 
the border of the liver a hand west 
of one’s geographic center, at the 
blind end of a spur off the main bile 
tract. The gall sac holds it as Jong 
as the stomach remains empty; but 
when one takes a meal, which starts 
the acid secretion in the stomach, it 
is a matter of minutes before some 
of the acid chyme passes to the duo- 
denum, and the little sphincter muscle 
relaxes and the gall sac squirts its 
load of bile into the duodenum. 

Normally, of course no bile will 
back up into the stomach, but if 
vomiting is repeated. irrespective of 
the cause, some bile is likely to ap- 
pear. It is a childish conclusion that 
such an occurence indicates a “bili- 
ous attack” or in any way inculpates 
the liver or its function. 

There is no such condition as “an 
excess of bile.”

But there are many conditions 
which may interfere with the ejection 
of the bile from the liver and gall 
sae into the duodenum, for example, 
a gall stone in the common duct. 

The gall sac is a busy little struc- 
fure but of no essential importance. 
The bile ducts. readily perform its 
work... and no ill effect whatever oc- 
curs from the removal of the struc- 
ture when it gives trouble. 


State Property 
In Chattanooga

Another effort will be made in Ten- 
nessee courts to bring about disposi- 
tion of the state of Georgia’s property 
in the heart of the city of Chattanoo- 
ga, so that the city can open up Broad 
and other streets, according to news 
received Friday by Attorney General 
George M. Napier, of Georgia. The 
new move will be made by the attorney 
general of Tennessee, who will start 
quo warranto proceedings to bring the 
state of Georgia and the N., C. & St. 
L. railroad, lessee of the state’s prop- 
erty, into court in aa effort to get 
a receivership for some of the state's 
property in that city. 

Attorney General Napier .said he 
would not discuss the situation now as 
the property is in the hands of the 
lessees. 

In the last few years the city of 
Chattanooga has made several legal 
efforts to obtain control of certain 
property owned by Georgia which the 
city needs in the project to open Broad 
street and other main business thor- 
oughfares in that city. The state of 
Georgia wou its first contention in this 
litigation. In the United States su- 
preme court later an effort was made 
to bring condemnation proceedings, 
and when it was stated the city had no 
such authority at this time, a Dill 
was prepared for introduction din the 
Tennessee legislature conferring such 
authority. ‘Chis bill will be presented 
at the session this summer. 

Although the property is in the 
hands of the lessees Governor Clifford 
Walker and Attorney General Napier 
have watched every development in 
the case and have been working to 
preserve the state’s legal rights in the 
property through any litigation that 
inay develop. 

In the new proceedings receivership 
for some of the property is sought on 
the grounds that it has been leased 
to various commercial enterprises. It 
is contended that the property cannot 
be used for anything but state pur- 
poses,

Rapid fluctuations in the price of 
wheat continued until the close, late 
rallies being based largely on estimates 
that export business amounting to 
more than 1,000,000 bushels had re- 
sulted from the big setback which had 
been witnessed. The early gains here, 
before the market broke, were appar- 
ently due to an unexpected advance 
at Liverpool and to unfavorable weath- 
er for crops in central Europe. Com- 
parative absence of offerings from the 
southern hemisphere was also a tem- 
porary strengthening factor, but noth- 
ing held much attention later until the 
crash of May wheat ended at $1.85.

Individual members are taxed on 
the distributive shares of a partner:

are required to include such shares in 
the individual return of income, 
though they may not have been ac- 
tually received. 

Every partnership must make a re- 
turn regardless of the amount of its 


net income, or even if it has no net 


income. The return must show the, 
name and address of each partner and 
the amount of the distributive share 
of the net income, if any, of each. 
Any one of the partners may sign 


and swear to the return, which may ¢ 


cover the calendar or fiscal year, ac- 
cording to the firm’s method of ac- 
counting. 

Where the result of a partnership 
operation is a net loss, the loss is di- 
visible by the tax payer in the same 
proportion as net income would have

Eight years had elapsed 
since Finland by scorin~ six first 
places at Stockholm, had shown it 
must be reckofed with in Olympic 
competition. Only the United States 
had scored a greater number of first 
places in the 1912 games and the 
United States had been blessed with 
limitless facilities, numberless expert 
coaches and ample funds and had sent 
to Stockholm a team many times the 
size of the Finnish delegation. . Fin- 
land’s 1912 showing had been ma‘S# 
without benefit of up-to-date athletic 
fields or equipment and with no paid 
instructors to teach her athletes the 
form and fine eee of the various 
Olympic even That showing per- 
mitted no dort t as to Finland’s fu- 
ture possibilities and all Finland was 
ambitious to realize them. 

Studied Track Athletics. 

And in the case of no citizen in the 
little Baltic nation was the ambition 
stronger than in the heart of Paavo 
Nurmi. 

“Finland had been making an in- 
tensive study of track and field ath- 
letics since 1912,” says Paavo. “It 
had sent Jonni Pikkola to America to 
learn all he could of your methods 
of conducting and coaching athletics 
and had _ sent others to European 
countrics to learn their methods. In- 
structions and action photographs be- 
gan coming back to us. Athletic 
clubs developed keen rivalry over the 
completeness of their picture galleries 
and our boys would study the poses 
of your runners and jumpers and 
field event men and then go out and 
atempt to copy them. : 

“But we were lacking in equip- 
ment and facilities and when we com- 
| pared the marks our men made in the 
sprints and shorter runs and the 
hurdles and other events, we knew 
that for a time at least we must 
rely. on our own specialties for Olym- 
pic glory. One needs only a roadway 
to develop distance running; one 
needs only a field to develop javelin 
'trowing, shot putting and discuss 
throwing. But one must bave nicely 
made cinder tracks for sprinting and 
expert coaching for hurdling, pole 
vaniting, high jumping and other 
specialties. We had the roads and 
the fields: we did not have the cin- 
der paths ‘and the coaches. Thus the 
wiser knew that it would be in dis- 
tance racing and in the weight events 
that we would count.”
